Stenotype notes of yester- | 
day's testimony before the St.

The county grand jury is in- 
quiring into reported hoodlum 
infiltration of the vending ma- 
chine business in the county. 
Six witnesses heard yesterday 
were subpenaed in the vending 
machine investigation. They in- 
clude demployes of the McCall 
Novelty Co. and of the hood- 
lum-dominated Plaza Amuse- 
ment Co. 

At the conclusion of yester- 
day’s session the reporter, Miss 
Ann Taylor, 4615 Lindell boule- 
vard, carried her stenotype and 
the rolls of notes to the auto- 
mobile of Miss Norma Mag- 
nano, a reporter in circuit 
court. They drove to the Ninth- 
Chestnut Garage, 107 North 
Ninth street, where the auto- 
mobile was parked by an at- 
tendant, 

5 Hours’ Testimony 

The stenotype notes were 
left under the front seat cush- 
ion in the car,ewith the steno- 
type machine on top. The notes 
were made in more than five 
hours of testimony by the six 
grand jury witnesses.

BAGHDAD, Dec. 16 (AP)—

Rountree, on his arrival yes- 
terday, was greeted by “Go 
home’’ howls from thousands. 
The United States Embassy 
limousine he was riding in was 
splattered with mud and a win- 
dow was cracked by the rock. 

Many of the youths in the 
mobs apparently had been led 
to believe that Rountree came 
to try to resurrect the pro- 
Western royal government 
which was overthrown July 14 
by a military coup with mob 
support.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower advo- 
cated today adding one or two 
more years of education to pub- 
lic school systems now ending 
with a four-year high school 
course 

The President came up with 
this idea in an informal talk to 
members of a presidential com- 
mittee planning the 1960 White 
House Conference on Children 
and Youth. He spoke at a 
closed White House meeting, 
but a transcript of his remarks 
was made public 

“I think that we have to put 
at least one or two more years 
in our educational system be- 
fore we can sav a man has been 
graduated from high school, o1 
at least from his local free 
system,” Mr. Eisenhower said 

Such expansion needed, 
the President went on, because 
life has become too compli- 
cated for children to be satis- 
fied with a kind of education 
which gives them only local 
understanding of local respon- 
sibilities 

“I think that our youngsters 
are so much more sophisti- 
cated than we were, so much 
more ready to meet compli- 
cated small problems, that 
really believe we could do well 
by including, what we call 
junior college, or certainly 
something near it,” the Presi- 
dent said. 

Such additional training, he 
added, would stand children 
in good stead “even if they 
never have the urge or oppor- 
tunity to go to college.” 

Mr. Eisenhower also advised 
mothers to think twice before 
sacrificting personal care of 
their children for a business 
career unless there is pressing 
need for the income. 

“Certainly no one can do 
quite as much in molding the 
child’s habit of thinking and 
implanting certain standards 
as can the mother,” he 
asserted.

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WEST REJECTS 
NEW SOVIET PLAN 
ONSNEAK ATTACK 
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GENEVA, Dec. 16 (UPI) — 
Russia made a last-ditch effort 
today to sell the West its 


politically-loaded proposals for 
ground and aerial inspection 
in the NATO, Baghdad and 
Warsaw pact nations, but drew 
a firm Western rebuff. 

Soviet Col. Gen. A. A. 
Gryzlov told the 10-nation con- 
ference on prevention of sur- 
prise attack that the deadlock 
in the talks could be broken 
easily if the West would only 
drop its resistance to the East- 
ern proposals. 

Former Italian Defense Min- 
ister Paolo Emilio Taviani and 
Italian Air Force Maj. Gen. 
Duilio Fanali, speaking for the 
West, criticized the Communist 
plan on the ground that it was 
technically inadequate as well 
as political in character. 

The renewed East-West clash 
made it virtually certain that 
the conference will recess this 
week, probably Thursday, with- 
out resolving its basic differ- 
ence on the scope of the dis- 
cussions.

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS BAR ON 
It FORORANGES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 a 
—The use of a coal tar dye 
known as Red 32 to improve 
the skin color of oranges was 
ruled out yesterday by the Su- 
preme Court. Some Florida 
'and Texas growers have used 
| the dye. 

The court unanimously up- 
held a bar by Secretary of 
|Health and Welfare Arthur S. 
Flemming, who said the chem- 
ical was polsonous. 

Justice Brennan, who wrote 
the court’s opinion, said that 
the Federal Food, Drug and} 
Cosmetic Act was plain, when | 
it said: 


“Where a coal-tar color is not | 
harmless, it is not to be certi- 
fied (as safe): if it is not certi- 
fied, it is not to be used at all.” | 


The justice added that the | 
order of the Secretary of 
Health in barring Red 32 was 
lawful and that protesting or- 
nge growers “present no 
grounds on which they can 
legally object to its application 
to them.” 

Economic Necessity. 

Congressional committees 
have reported that the practice 
of adding color is an economic 
necessity in the production of 
Florida and Texas oranges for 
market, the court noted. Justice 
Brennan said: 

“When mature oranges are 
/removed from the tree, their 
skins, for botanical reasons— 
|are frequently green in color. 
Since the consumer would be 
prone incorrectly to interpret | 
this greenness as a sign of) 
immattrity, oranges are put 
through a ‘degreening’ process | 
which involves exposure to 
ethylene gas. In the case of 
certain California oranges, this | 
gas process is sufficient to turn | 
a green orange into one of the | 
desired orange color. 

“But the degreening process | 
does not produce the desired | 
color in Florida and Texas | 
oranges; a light yellow shade | 
results. The more desired color | 
is therefore produced by im- 
mersing the oranges in, or. 
spraying them with, a solution | 
containing Red 32.” 

The court’s opinion said it 
was conceded by the Secretary | 
of Health “there is no evi-. 
dence that the level of inges- | 
tion of Red 32 involved in 
human consumption of color- 
| oranges is harmful.” 

The opinion said, however, | 
evidence at a hearing held by | 
+ the Secretary of Health on the | 
=| problem “did indicate that Red 
32 has a poisonous effect on 
animals.” No safe level of ad- 
ministration to the test animals | 
was established, Justice Bren- 
nan said. 

The Florida Citrus Exchange 
and others contested the bar | 
in the United States Circuit 
Court in New Orleans. They | 
won a ruling that the secretary 
had the duty to keep the dye 
on his list of harmless color- 
ings and make it available to 
orange growers until he was | 
prepared to prove the use of | 
red 32 would make the oranges 

dangerous to humans. 

The Health Department ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, 
contending that Congress had 
decreed that poisonous dyes 
| were not to be used at all on | 
any food. 
Growers’ Contention. 

Counsel for the citrus ex- 
change argued before the Su- 
preme Court that human be- 
ings could consume large quan- | 
tities of red 32 before it would | 
be harmful. The counsel con- 
tended the Secretary of Health 
should establish a tolerance or | 
ratio at which the color could | 
be used with no harmful re- | 


ults 
| Health Department counsel | 
replied the Secretary had no 
power under the law to fix) 
tolerances for use of the dye 
on oranges. Further, they said 
the burden of showing lack of 
danger from an_e admitted 
poison should not rest on the 
' Secretary but on the industry. 

The decision by the New 
Orleans court conflicted with 
a ruling by the United States 
Circuit Court in New York. The 
New York court upheld an 
order by the Secretary remov- | 
ing coal tar colors Orange No. | 
1, Orange No. 2, and Red 32 
from a list of approved harm- | 
less colors for use on foods. | 

When the case was pending 
before the New Orleans court, 
Congress on July 9, 1956, | 
enacted a law exempting Flor- | 
ida and Texas orange growers 
from the bar on use of Red 


- 32 until March 1, 1959. 


| Brennan explained that this 
| congressional stay on the Sec- 
retary’s order would remain in 
effect but that when the tem- 
porary legislation expires the 
Secretary’s order would pro- 
hibit further u use of the dye.

and should provide alternative 
policies to meet possible con- 
tingencies. 


For example, what will be our 
position on Germany when Chan- 
cellor Adenauer is no longer in 
power? 

What steps should we take to 
offset indirect aggression by So- 
viet Russia if it continues its pres- 
ent policies? 

What will be our attitude if 
Yugoslavia rejoins ¢he Communist 
bloc?

What will be our position if the 
growing industrialization of the 
People’s Republic of China makes 
it. an important factor in world 
trade? 

What disarmament plans will 
we propose if the smaller nations 
acquire the capacity to wage nu- 
clear warfare? 

How should we mobilize pres- 
sure by the Free World upon the 
Arab States and Israel to adjust 
their differences if the present 
efforts of the United Nations fail? 

What constructive position 
should we adopt in dealing with 
the desire of some of the Arab 
States for federation? 

Our foreign policy, seeking uni- 
versal peace and justice, should 
be based on global strategy 
rather than on tactical maneuver- 
ing. The Committee for Collective 
Security proposes the establish- 
ment by law of an Advisory Coun- 
cil for Global Strategy, to consist 
of private citizens, appointed by 
the President, qualified to advise 
the Department of State on mat- 
ters of policy. 

This group, with a permanent 
secretariat and access to classified 
information, should include rep- 
resentatives of the natural and 
social sciences skilled in dealing 
with political, psychological, and 
economic problems. 

Perhaps too frequently the State 
Department sees the trees but 
fails to see the forest, and a 
group of private citizens would 
help in broadening its vision. Our 
foreign policy should be deter- 
mined on the basis of a balanced 
assessment of all the dimensions 
and approaches of the problems 
of this country and the Free 
World. 

We should initiate a course of 
action rather than seek to effec- 
tuate our aims only when action 
is forced upon us. The keynote 
of our efforts to attain our global 
strategic objectives should be ac- 
tion, not reaction.

Another Mr. Dulles 

Much has been said and writ- 
ten regarding the admission of the 
People’s Republic of China to the 
United Nations.

Bi-State Is the Key 


More than 14,500,000 vehicles of all kinds 
pay $2,500,000 a year to cross the Mississippi 
over the Eads and Veterans bridges. Collec- 


» tively the two spans are paying for themselves 


every seven years. They are better than gold 
mines to those who benefit from the tolls. 

As a consequence, civic leaders on both 
sides of the river will have to act with imagi- 
nation, vigor and determination if ever they 
expect to set the bridges free. The earliest 
possible freeing of all the bridges should be 
a community goal. The tolls now act as a tax 
on movement to and from the economic 
hearts of the metropolitan centers on either 
side of the river. 

Eads bridge, the property of the Terminal 
Railroad Association, has paid for itself many 
times since its completion in 1874. This old- 
est and handsomest span across the river at 
St. Louis cost $6,536,729. Last year, revenue 
from its four-lane upper roadway ran to $1,- 
007,406. Expenses, including $73,000 in sala- 
ries of toll takers, totaled $131,664, leaving a 
clear “profit” to the Terminal in excess of 
$800,000. 

Eight hundred feet upstream, the Veterans 
Bridge in eight years has established itself 
as an even greater revenue producer. In 
calendar 1957 it took in $1,507,412, of which 
about $1,000,000 went to pay off principal and 
interest on its substantial debt; another $287,- 
871 was used to cover running expenses— 
$134,000 in toll-takers’ salaries and $153,524 
in maintenance—and about $200,000 found 
its way into the East St. Louis city treasury. 

For East St. Louis, the bridge has been 
something like a diamond ring to an actor. 
When in 1956 the community needed to raise 
$2,000,000 for its share of right-of-way costs 
of an eastern approach connecting the bridge 
to four national highways, it hocked the 
bridge. More than that, it raised $15,000,000 
on a structure that originally had cost only 
$11,000,000. 


This piece of financial legerdemain was 
possible because of the prospect of increasing 
fevenues expected from the hookup between 
the bridge and the major highways. But it 
was costly. To get the $10,100,000 required 
to pay off what,amounted to the first mort- 
gage on the bridge plus the $2,000,000 re- 
quired for highway purposes, East St. Louis 
had to borrow not $12,100,000 but $15,000,000. 


About $2,200,000 went for financing and 
other charges connected with the deal—in- 
cluding $943,000 for fees to traffic engi- 
neers, attorneys, and trustees, and more than 
$1,000,000 in interest, call premiums, and 
penaliies. On top of these charges, East St. 
Louis seems to have received $700,000. All 
of this money, of course, must come in the 
end from the tollpayers. 

The deal was so drawn that East St. Louis’s 
general revenue fund would get up to $400,- 
000 annually from operation of the bridge. 
This item is contingent upon toll revenue, 
and is paid only after bondholders and oper- 
ating expenses have been satisfied. Last year 
the city got about $200,000: This year it will 
benefit to a slightly greater degree. 

As of the moment, the bridge debt amounts 
to about $14,500,000. The bridge. will not be fi- 
nally free and clear until Jan. 1, 1985, and 
maybe not then. It will be easy enough to find 
one pretext or another to keep the toll gates 
up indefinitely. Or if the city ever needs a 
large sum in a hurry, it may be tempted to 
hock the structure once more. 

* * >» 

The best hope for a way out lies with the 
Bi-State Development Agency. If the Mis- 
souri Legislature will write a bill clearly de- 
fining Bi-State’s powers, as the Illinois Legisla- 
ture already has done, Bi-State could negoti- 
ate with the Terminal for purchase of the 
upper roadway of Eads bridge. 

If East St. Louis were willing to sell the 
Veterans bridge, Bi-State could buy it as well, 
and in less than a decade both bridges might 
be free. Under single management the spans 
could be made to complement one another 
rather than compete; perhaps by one-way 
traffic on both bridges. 

Bi-State is the key to free bridges in this 
area. If legislators from St. Louis and St. 
Louis county unite and demand a Bi-State bill 
identical with the Illinois Act, there ought 
not be any trouble getting it.

It is all very well for Associated Industries , 


of Missouri to instruct people on the evils of 
Communism, but they might be more effec- 
tive if they got their facts straight about Karl 
Marx (1818-1883) and Nikolai Lenin (1870- 
1924). 


Program for the County 


If St. Louis county is to obtain the state 
legislation it must have to serve a rapidly 
growing population, Supervisor-elect James 
H. J. McNary and the Democratic majority of 
the new County Council ought to begin now 
drafting the county’s program for introduc- 
tion in the General Assembly. 

The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey, largely 
the product of the political science depart- 
ments of St. Louis and Washington Universi- 
ties, has pointed out several important areas 
in which the county needs the Legislature's 
help. 

In its relations with the 97 municipalities, 
the county needs to have expanded powers to 
perform police and health services, and to en- 
force a uniform fire safety code and to make 
refunds to those cities which meet minimum 
standards of adequacy in the performances of 
those services. As a companion measure, the 
county will need a constitutional amendment, 
which can be originated in the Legislature, 
that will permit it to finance these activities 
and to make the refunds.. 

The Survey also recommended that laws 
relating: to disincorporation, annexation and 
consolidation should be simplified to encour- 
age a reduction in the number of county mu- 
nicipalities, especially those with fewer than 
4000 inhabitants. 

At the county level, the collector ought to 
be respohsible for collecting property taxes 
for all the municipalities. The cities, towns 


and fire districts should be required to file 
annual financial reports with the county clerk. 
With respect to its school districts, which 
take the largest bite out of each individual 
tax payment, the county should have au- 
thority to establish a standard level of educa- 
tional opportunity and to levy a county-wide 
tax to finance it. While this is not strictly 
the province of Mr. McNary and the Council, 
if they do not take the lead there is no cer- 
tainty that others will do so. 

This listing is not exhaustive. Undoubtedly 
there are many other pressing problems 
where only the Legislature can help. But if 
Mr. McNary and the Council could be per- 
suasive enough to bring back only this much 
from Jefferson City, all levels of local govern- 
ment in the county would reap substantial 
benefits. 


Portents for Congress 


With the meeting of the new Eighty-sixth 
Congress only three weeks away, progressive 
forces are beginning to come to the fore in 
both chambers and in Both parties. 

On the Republican side, seven Senators and 
three Senators-elect, under the leadership of 
Senator Aiken of Vermont, have agreed unan- 


imously to make a fight for the leadership of - 


their party in the upper chamber. The pur- 
pose of this effort can be judged from the 
fact that the group of 10 includes such liberal 
Republicans as Case of New Jersey, Cooper 
of Kentucky, Javits of New York, Bush of 
Connecticut and Kuchel of California. 


For years the Republican leadership in the 
Senate has been in the hands of the party’s 
Old Guard. The Republican progressives read 
the election returns aright. Voters marked 
their ballots against inaction and drift. The 
people want a constructive, forward-looking 
program in Congress. If the Republicans elect 
one of the 10 as party leader, they can expect 
a party program more nearly attuned to pop- 
ular needs and wants than would come 
through either Senator Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire or Senator Dirksen of Illinois. 


Among House Democrats a move is on to 
clip the power of the Rules Committe, too 
often a burial ground of progressive legisla- 
tion with its chairman, Representative Howard 
W. Smith of Virginia, as the chief grave-dig- 
ger. Here the primary mover is Representa- 
tive Frank Thompson Jr. of New Jersey. 


One possible tactic would be to reinstate 
the 21-day rule. Under that rule, in force in 
1949-51, a bill could be got out of the Rules 
Commitee if the committee took no action on 
it within 21 days after request for action was 
made. Another tactic might be to reduce the 
number of signatures required to discharge 
the Rules Committee from consideration of a 
bill, from 219 to 145. As it is, the 219 figure 
puts a heavy handicap on those who-circulate 
a discharge petition. 

There is no sound reason why the House 
Rules Commitee should be an obstacle to 
worthy legislation. We hope to see the pro- 
gressive Democrats win out in the House just 
as we wish the liberal Republicans success 
in the Senate leadership fight. 


Never Again 

City Hospital has tightened its procedures 
for handling police emergency cases following 
an outrageous incident that brought little 
credit to either the hospital or the police. 


We refer to the death of John C. Stratmann, 
a waiter with no known address, who died in 
a police cell Nov. 1. He had been picked up 
on the street, a suspected alcoholic, and taken 
to the hospital in a police cruiser. An intern 
examined him in the cruiser as a favor to the 
police officer who said the man -was “pretty 
heavy.” The intern failed to discover that 
Stratmann had suffered a fractured pelvis 
and other injuries. The man had been struck 
by an automobile, but nobody knew it. He 
was pronounced suffering from acute alco- 
holism and taken back to a Cell. 

If the Stratmann case prevents similar 
sloppy handling of human life in the future, 
the community will have gained from it. 


Safety Unknown 

In rejecting objections, on safety grounds, 
to an atomic power plant which a syndicate 
headed by the Detroit Edison Co. is building 
on Lake Erie at Monroe, Mich., the Atomic 
Energy Commission assumes a heavy respon- 
sibility under questionable conditions. - The 
reactor is of the type known as a fast-breeder, 
attractive economically, but highly volatile 
and unpredictable, with some of the facts re- 
lating to its safe operation still unknown. 

Senator Anderson of New Mexico, a mem- 
ber of the Senate-House Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy, has revealed 
that the AEC ignored, in secret deliberations, 
a report of its own advisory committee rais- 
ing “grave doubts as to the safety” of the 
Monroe plant. 

Representative Holifield of California, an- 
other member of the joint committee, dis- 
closed that a small experimental reactor of 
the same type at Arco, Ida., melted down 
from causes not foreseen and as yet unex- 
plained. “As far as we know,” he said, “the 
same thing could happen” at Monroe, releas- 
ing radioactive elements into the air, rivers 
and lakes. 

AEC itself, in permitting construction of 
the plant, said there were “unidentified areas 
of uncertainty that must be resolved” before 
it could be allowed to operate, ‘Further in- 
vestigations must be carried out,” it said, to 
establish that the Monroe reactor would not 
melt down under the intense heat. 

Nevertheless, the commission issued a “con- 
ditional” permit for the construction, the 
condition being that the plant would have to 
be proved safe before a further permit would 
be issued for its operation. The indications 
were strong that the commission acted pre- 
maturely and precipitately out of political con- 
siderations, to make a show of progress before 
the elections of November 1956. | 

Public hearings were called for by the 
United Auto Workers, many of whose mem- 
bers live and work in the vicinity of the plant 
site. It is the UAW petition which the AEC 
has now rejected after hearings. While con- 
ceding it is “highly desirable” to know more 


about the safety of the reactor before it is 


permitted to go into operation, AEC incon- 
sistently maintains “there is no inherent dan- 
ger to the health and safety of the public.” 
The question is, can the AEC pass a de- 
tached judgment on whether or not to allow 
operation of a plant after it has allowed pri- 
vate investors to spend $55,000,000 butlding

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The Russians Just Laugh 


A Liberal American Foreign Policy Is Impossible, Their Dogma Holds

“I wish I could tell you how Amer- 
ica looked to us only a few years ago, 
when Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
President.” 

This was how the conversation be- 
gan. The speaker happened to be a 
diplomat from Khartoum, the capi- 
tal of Sudan. He was talking, over 
a cup of tea, in the delegates’ lounge 
at the United Nations. But he might 
have been from India, Burma, or In- 
donesia—or Mexico or Uruguay or 
Afghanistan, It is 
always the same: 
America was our 
hope, our beacon 
light. Now the 
light is dimmed if 
not extinguished. 

Is it possible to 
exaggerate this 
tragedy? Is it pos- 
sible to convey to the American peo- 
ple the extent to which the Ameri- 
can image in the world at large has 
been hacked down, tarnished, and 
distorted during the past decade and 
a half? 


The Thirteenth Regular Session of 
the United Nations General Assem- 
bly, which opened Sept. 16 and will 
continue well into December, is only 
a small part of the story. But for 
an American who is proud of his 
country’s heritage and who would 
like to be confident of its future, it 
is a sad part. 

Thirteen years ago, when the 
United Nations was established, 
there were 51 member nations. The 
twenty Latin American republics 
voted with the United States, and so 
did a good many Western European 
members. This gave the United 
States a fairly safe two-thirds ma- 
jority. But today there are 81 mem-

‘Stories of the Bone Age’ 


If it weren’t for the dignity of his 
new position as dean of the College 
of Arts and Sciences, Father Martin 
F. Hasting, S.J., might be well ad- 
vised to publish an unusual manu- 
script he has.

The manuscript is a large note- 
book which Father Hasting has been 
filling with boners taken from his- 
tory test papers during his 17 years 
of high school and college teaching.

THE FUME OF POPPIES, by Jonathan 
Kozol. (Houghton Mifflin Co. 181 
pas., $3. 

After a rather sophomoric start—

include an honest look at the foreign 
policy of the United States. How do 
we look to the United Nations—espe- 
cially to the new nations of Asia and 
Africa and to the underdeveloped 
nations of Asia, Africa, the Middle 
East, and Latin Amerita? 

What America really needs is a 
new foreign policy—a foreign policy 
based squarely on the social philoso- 
phy that attacked, successfully, the 
great economic crisis of the 1930s, 
here in America. The story of Amer- 
ica’s “New Deal,” under Roosevelt, 
is the subject of endless fascination 
to many of the Russian delegates at 
the U.N. It is so “un-Marxian,” a

of national life. 

When it is suggested that this 
could be the pattern for an Ameri- 
can foreign policy—political and eco- 
nomic—the Russians tend to look 
worried for a moment. Then they 
break out into great gusts of roaring 
Russian laughter. 

A new policy on colonialism — 
based on simple justice, a love for 
freedom and independence, and plain 
American decency? 

A new policy emphasizing eco- 
nomic development for the benefit 
of human beings, rather than “mili- 
tary aid” to bolster tottering dicta- 
torships? 

An American approach to the 
world based on give and take, on¢ 
sharing problems and opportunities 
for the benefit of all? 

I can still hear the Russians laugh- 
ing: “Your leading circles, the peo- 
ple Who control your government 
would never permit it.” 

As patiently as I can, I have tried 
to explain to these Russians—in so 
many ways, individually, just average 
decent human beings—that the last 
word has not been spoken, in Wash- 
ington or in the world. The Ameri- 
can, people, I say, can change the 
foreign policy of the United States. 

Russians, of course, do not be- 
lieve this. They dare not. But it is 
still the truth.

A modified airlift is the only 
recourse the Allies would have 
to insure access to Berlin with 
the withdrawal! of the Russians 
from the eastern sector of the 
city and the. transfer of con- 
trol to the East German gov- 
ernment, a State Department 
official said here today.

He was a close friend of the 
late Albert Einstein and worked 
with him at the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton, 
N.J., throughout World War II. 

Prof. Pauli and Germany's 
Nobel prize-winning Prof. Wer- 


ner Heisenberg jointly pub- 
lished a “unified field theory” 
early this year. It sought to 


explain the basic relationship 
between matter and all forms 
of energy. | 

The theory, containing a for- 
mula which Einstein had sought 
in vain, became known as the 
Heisenberg theory. After fur- 
ther study, Pauli said the math- 
ematical calculations used were 
open to doubt—though not nec- 
essarily wrong. 

Prof. Pauli was born of 
Swiss parents in Vienna in 
1900. He studied under Prof.

The administrator would 
have the usual functions of a 
city manager—to direct the 
“administration of the powers, 


of all departments of the city. 
“He would be named by the 
board of aldermen, with the 
mayor participating in the 
vote. 

A limit of 75 cents on each 
$100 assessed valuation would 
be put on the general revenue 
tax rate for municipal pur- 


poses. The state constitutional | 


limit is $1. 

Also provided under the 
charter would be a planning 
and zoning commission, a parks 
and recreation commission and 
a civil service commission.

QU.aSTION: Our little George is in the third grade. 
He often savs that he would like to show us his school

But his school will not permit 
the chi‘dren to-*ake their 
books home: The teacher 
says that there are not 
enough books to go 
around, and that they 
must be kept in the class- 
room so that other groups 
can use them. Is this a 
good thing? 

ANSWER: No. It’s the 
wrong wav of doing 
things, and not only be- 
cause it prevents young- 
sters from working on 
their books at home. It 
is bad also because it 
fails to build up a pride 


in the ownership of 
books 
But I suspect that you 


—or, at least, your com- 
munity—must bear some

His children and 
grandchildren give him a Noah’s Ark for Christmas to this 
day. 


Three children, Mabel, Natalie and Henry, 
died. Two, Charles and Marion, never married. Of 
the others, Elizabeth married Charles W. Casey, 
had eight children, 34 grandchildren, one great- 
grandchild; Frances married Forrest Smith, had 
three children, 20 grandchildren; John married 
Helen Watson, four children, six grandchildren;

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Among the Needy: A Girl on Crutches 


She’s Case 61 on Christmas Fund List of Those Who Need Help for a Happier Holiday

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff 
A CRIPPLED 10-year-old girl who has undergone serious 
surgery will be up and about on crutches by Christmas, but 
it will still be a poor celebration in her home. “Home,” to 
this child, who is Case 61 in the Post-Dispatch Christmas Fund 


listing of 100 of the community’s neediest families, is a dark 


store-front room. 


A contribution of $50 would 
buy some new dresses for this 
crippled child, as.well as food 
and clothing for her invalid 
father, her mother and her 
brothers and sisters. 

Contributions received to 
date total $9492. - 

Case histories are being pub- 
lished in the Everyday Maga- 
zine from Dec. 7 to Christmas 
eve, calling attention to the 
needs of underprivileged fam- 
ilies which cannot be met by 
public assistance or private 
agencies. The fund, now in its 
eighth year, is co-sponsored by 


the Post-Dispatch and _ the 
Christmas Bureau of the 
Health and Welfare Council 


of Metrapolitan St. Louis. 

All cases are authentic. They 
are taken from the files of 
agency members of the Health 
and Welfare Council whose 
caseworkers are familiar with 
the specific needs in each 
household. Gifts of cash are 
asked so that specific needs 
can be met, whether they are 
for medicines, special diet 
foods, clothing, household fur- 
nishings, appliances, or other 
items or services. 

Gifts are tax-deductible and 
all money goes to the families. 
None is spent on administra- 
tive costs. 

Other neediest cases follow: 


Case 62. 

“Sometimes, I just don’t 
know how I will go on any 
longer.” With these words, a 
woman approached a_ case- 
worker at the social agency to 
ask for help. Her invalid broth- 
er, paralyzed from the waist 
down, is her responsibility and 
she must give him constant 
care. What she especially needs 
for him is a hospital-type bed 
which would lessen the burden 
of his care. With a down pay- 
ment of $60, she feels that she 
could carry the monthly pay- 
ments with her pension income. 
If several donations total $60 it 
would enable her to buy the 
special bed for her brother and 
Christmas would be a happier 
time for both. 


Case 63. 

This mother, who is divorced, 
is rearing her five children 
alone, receiving Aid-to-Depen- 
dent-Children grants for their 
support. However, this money 
meets only minimum needs and 
there is nothing extra for spe- 
cial medical requirements. Her 
15-year-old son has a 75 per 
cent hearing loss, but with a 
hearing aid is able to attend 
school and carry his normal 
classroom work load. Last 
month, the hearing aid he has 
been using was in need of re- 
pair but a dealer pointed out 
that it was too old to justify 
the work. The mother wanted 
to buy a new one for him, de- 
spite her small income. But 
she found that with the trade- 
in and down payment, she 
would be $150 in debt. Several 
contributions of cash could be 
combined to provide _ this 
amount and enable the teen- 
ager to continue his education. 
Without a hearing aid, he can- 
not hear normal conversation. 

Case 64. 

Agnes is an elderly widow 
who lost the use of her legs 
and her left hand after a se- 
vere illness. Before this attack, 
she passed many otherwise

Case 65. 

Because her teen-age mother 
could not, keep her, Mary was 
reared by a childless couple 
who gave her their name and 
even moved to St. Louis from 
their former home so that she 
could have better advantage§. 
Four years ago, the foster 
father was forced to retire from 
his work as a laborer because 
of his advanced age and declin- 
ing health. His wife obtained 
domestic employment to sup- 
plement the family income. But 
three months ago, the father 
died, leaving little more in in- 
surance benefit than enough 
for burial expenses. The moth- 
er now receives $21 for three 
days’ work every two weeks. 
Because Mary is unrelated by 
blood ties, she is ineligible for 
public assistance. To remove 
her from the foster mother’s 
custody would rob the child 
of the only parental love she 
has known. The mother now 
obtains used and discarded 
clothing for herself and Mary 
from her emplovers and main- 
tains a small garden.

THAT GRAND OLD business 
institution, lunch in a brown 
paper bag, is rapidly vanishing 
from the American scene.

Any doctor will tell you that. 


The man who came to dinner 
with a brown paper bag never 
discussed office problems at 
the noon hour. He was too busy 
swapping a Spanish onion and 
two cream cheese and jelly 
sandwiches for a chicken liver 
on rye and a slightly soggy 
tangerine. 

And the only mid-day drink- 
ing he did was an occasional 
pail of beer on a hot day or 
maybe a thermos bottle full of 
egg nog at Christmas time. 

Lunch was mysterious, excit- 
ing, even socially revealing 
when served in a brown paper 
bag. 


A fellow could come to 
work with a jar of pickled 
herring and a couple of left 
over sausages in a stale roll, 
and by adroit trading wind 
up with a full course meal 
from the paper bags of his 
fellow employes. In the pro- 
cess, he’d learn who had what 
to eat last night for supper, 
which wives were good cooks, 
who were the real gourmets 
in the crowd (the fellow with 
the deviled egg, naturally) 
and how much the average 
family budgeted for food. 


He could dine on everything 
from anchovies to zwiebachs 
and never have to worry about 
getting an ulcer, tipping the 
head waiter or being out-fum- 
bled on his Diner’s Club card. 


The brown bagger, as his 
cult came to be known, was at 
heart a family man. When he 
left for work in the morning, 
he took a little bit of home 
along with him. 

Maybe it was only the gar- 
bage bag by mistake, but even 
the sight of dank tea leaves 
garnished with egg shells and 
bits of burnt toast made him 
think of his wife and forget 
eA pretty blonde across the 
hall. 


And when he came home at 
night, he never had to face a 
dinner of left over leftovers. 


He'd already eaten them for 
lunch or managed to parlay 
them into something better. 
Usually, the next fellow’s left- 
overs. 


If he worked outdoors, say as 
a carpenter or lineman, he was 
the envy of every kid in the 
neighborhood when he spread 
out his lunch on somebody’s 
doorstep. There wasn't a boy 
alive who wouldn't have risked 
getting back to school late to 
fetch him a quart of milk or a 
tomato from the corner stand. 


Today the brown bagger 
still exists in isolated pockets 
in our frenzied society. But 
he has gone underground for 
fear of being detected. In- 
stead of carrying his sack 
of sandwiches with pride and 
a swagger, he conceals them 
in the deep recesses of his 
attache case.

Edison’s Childhood

YOUNG THOMAS EDISON 
(often called “Al” during his 
childhood) worked for more 
than two years on a train which 
ran through a section of south- 
ern Michigan. At about the 
time of his fifteenth birthday, 
he started a newspaper of his 
own. It was called the Weekly 
Herald, and was printed on his 
own small press, which he kept 
in a section of the baggage car. 


Sometimes the youth sold 
400 copies of his little paper. 
This periodical has been 


called “the first newspaper . 


to be printed on a moving 
train.” 


The youth's chemicals (also 
kept in the baggage car) led to 
misfortune. He upset a bottle 
of phosphorus, and this caused 
a fire to start. The blaze was 
quenched with a pail of water, 
but the conductor grew angry 
and put him off at the next sta- 
tion, along with his chemicals 
and printing press. 

Young Edison refused to let 
that sad event break his spirit. 
He went on with his chemical 
tests at home. He also contin-
